In the interval the discussions 
and voluminous correspondence it hed’ 
givon rise to were forgotten, and His Ex- 
callency neither heard nor saw anything of 
them, until after tho opisode at the meeting 
on 2nd January, Having spoken protty 
frocly,,in a former article, shout” the por- 
functory manner in which this resuscitated 
Bill was being pushed through the Council, 
wo do not think it needfal to say much 
more, moro particularly as te Governor has 
fully acknowledged the sharo,of blame due 
to the officials.

THE WAR IX-SAMOA- 

The‘ folluwing -intereating account: from 
the Alis California of ‘the regent hostilities 
in Samoa will oxplain to some extent the 
Reuter’s telegram wo publish to-day about 
the defeat ‘of-the German’ party’ in’ Sa- 
aoa Pee i 

The.stoamer Mariguso arrived at an eac- 
ly hour on November 24th, bringing intel-- 
ligence from Samoa to November 6th, 

Adviova ‘from: Ap'a indicate ‘that affairs 
aro far from an: atnicablo aotelewiont, rnd 
that bnsiness has become stagnated by the 
ountinuows disturbance... A fow days after 
the: battle of September 12th wan fought, 
some men belonging to the Malictoa party 
murched. down {0 Le Ulu’ Moenga, Tuma: 
sese’s headquarters.prior to hia assumption 
of the Kingabip, add whers there is a vory 
Yarge Samoan town. : This, town they com- 
plotely destroyed, taking. onre, however, 
aot to interfere with the housca of any mis- 
aiona:Jes or teachers, The houses belong- 
ing to Tamasese and his people were, with 
the. exceptions mentioned, bumed to the 
ground. The burning was done by the 
Satupaitur people in revenge for the action 
of the Germans twelve months’ proviously 
in wantonly berning down the Satupaitur, 
in the island. of Savaii. The women and 
children living in Le Ulu Meengu, were 
careftlly protected by tho Malietoa men, 
and brought up to Mulinu Point. where 
their male relations wera living. Tho ad- 
herents. of Tamaseso were now. nearly all 
shut up in the Point, with the exception of 
the inhabitants.of one or two villages somo 
ten miles to. the eastward. Nearly every 
evening boats were sent. ont from Muling 
Point on foraging expeditions. It was the 
practice for Tamascso to. send off his buats

Parcels not oxcecding-11 ths. ‘in weight 
are received in’ ongkovg and at British 
Post Offices in China, for’ transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & 0. Packet 
vid Gibraltar, No paréel is sont with the 
Overland Muil vii Brindisi. Parccls there- 
fore arrive in London about eight days lator 
than the Mail. Parcels may be sealed, but 
any parcel, even though sealed, is linblé to 
be opened for examination. t 

Parcels must. be posted in Hongkong 
bofore 3 p.m. on the day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail. Thoso arriving from the 
Const, &c., after this hour aro kept for the 
following P, & 0. Mail. 

The Postage is 25 conts per ib., and 20 
cents each succceding ib or fraction of a Ib. 
which includes Registration fee, and must 
bo prepaid in stamps. No farther charge is 
made in the United Kingdom except for 
Cnatoms dues. No parcel must -be more 
than 3 fect G inches in length, or 6 feet in | 
groateat length and girth combined. A Tte- 
coipt is given for each Parcel. 

‘fhe sender must fill up a form of Customs 
Declaration, which can be obtained freo at 
ench Post Office.
